Although the presidenfs job. is largely 
ceremonial, the choice of Singh, who wfll be 
t he first head of state from the minority Sikh 
community, has sparked an acrinionious 
debate because of bis ardent fripppri for 
Prime Minister ludira Gandhi.. 

Singh, 66, apparently unruffled by the con- 
troversy, ended a tour of the states last Friday 
amid - . opporition- accusations that the 

government used the state-run radio and 
television to promote him. 

The disparate opposition groups combined 
against Mrs. Gandhi after she rejected their 
demand for a consensus presidential candi- 
date. Her critics »id she chose Sin^ because 
he had been loyal to ber:“l have alwa'ys tried 
to justify my leader’s expectations. As a 
cabinet minister, I did whatever she (Mrs. 
Gandhi) ordered, told the weekly Cur - 
rent newspaper. 

Pointing out that these were hardly qualifi- 
cations o9 a frit.ure president, the /mSsii 
Express said: “ One who owes his office to the 
bounty of the primie ministet will surely 
behave differently from one whoiselected by 
the consensus of the ruling and opposition 
parties.” 

Singh has said, however, “.tbe siiccess of 
parliamentary . democracy in our countiy 
depends on total cooperation between the 
president and prime minister.*’ The Indian 
president, who has a five-year term, is merely 
a constitutional head.

Marco Taidelli (69tb) and Alessandro 
Altobelli (81st) struck in a period of sus- 
tained Italian domination, which they only 
eased late in the game. Paul Bxeitner, the 
lone survivor from the team that won the Cup 
in 1974 in Germany, pulled one back in the 
83id minute. 

The Italian victory could not be envisaged 
after their shaky start. With a capacity crowd 
cheering them on, the Italians slowly pushed 
into the attack 

The Italians emulated Brazil by vriimiqg 
the World Cup three times. Brazil had won to 
1958, 1962, and 1970, white the it^lians bad 
won in 1934 and l 938:

68 percent 
of Israelis 
oppose attack 

TEL AVIV. July 1 1 (R) — A majority 
of braelis oppose an all-out attack on 
Palestinian commandos encircled by 
IsraeU forces in West Beirut according to 
a public opinion poll published Sunday. 

Conducted by the Dabaf Research 
Institute for the afternoon daUy Ye^ot 
Akanmot, the poU found that 68 percent 
of those Israelis questioned objected to an 
attack on West Beirut The idea of an 
assault was frivored only by 29 percent. 

According to the poll. 83 percent of 
those contacted thought the I^eli gov- 
ernment acted properiy when it ordered 
the invasion of Lebanon June 6 while 14 
percent opposed the operation to stamp 
out the Palestinian commandos from 
Lebanon. 


Rocket war erupts 

Big snags impede 
diplomatic efforts 


BEIRUT, July 11 (Agencies) — Intense 
aniUery and rocket duels between Israeli 
forces and Palestinian commandos shook 
Beirut Sunday while efforts to end the war 
seemed blocked by major new problems. 

Reuter correspondents watched Israeli 
sheDs and rockets smashing wildly across 
West Beirut, where the commandos are 
besieged with about half a million Lebanese 
and Palestinian civilians. 

The Palestinians fought back with salvoes 
of rockets fired from multiple-tube launchers 
mounted on trucks. A Reuter correspondent 
reported from behind Israeli lines that rock- 
ets hit an Israeli military camp near the vil- 
lage of Baabda in wooden hills overlooking

Special session ends 

V.N. t^s to chalk out plan to halt arms race 


UNITED NATIONS, July 1 1 ( A^ — The 
U.N. Geneial Assemb^sMcondspedalses- 
rioD on disaimament. wound up Satnrady 
with scores of delegates re^tering deep dis- 
appointment at its feiliffe. to produce a com- 
prehensive plan for endhig the worldwide 
arms race. 

Of the 42 speakers at the final meeting, 
Indian Ambassador Natarajan Krishoan 
delivered the most scathing, attack accusing 
delegates of paperiag.ovex their differences. 
“The tragedy of this exercise in futility Is that 
having fooledouiselves, we are now trying to 
fool the world,” Kxisbnan declared. 

The session adjourned at 6:36 p.m. (2336 
GMT), one day behind scbednle,' after five 
weeks of deliberation. 

In the final document, a bleak report of the 
session's working committee, h was noted 
that since the first spedal session dfranna- 
ment in 1978 “there has bee'n.nb significant 
progress in the field of arms limitation and 


disarmament and the seriousness of the situa- 
tion has increased.” “The past font years 
have witnessed mcreasing recourse to the use 
or threat of use of force against the 
sovereignfy and territorial integrify of states, 
military intervention, occupation, annexa- 
tion and interfereoce in the internal a^iis of 
states and denial of the inalienable right to 
self-determination and independence of 
peoples under colonial or foreign domiua- 
tion.” 

Ismat Kittani of Iraq, president of the 
five-week session, echoing the consensus of 
speaker after speaker, said the delegates-who 
wasted much energy at the session “must aU 
share this sense of feilnre.” “Mistrust, con- 
flict, a growing sense of insecuiify and resort 
to force continue to prevail,''’ be said. “It 
would be an illasion to expect the United 
Nations to insulate itself from the general 
climate and fabric of relations among 
member states and produce miracles. 


“Nations cannot repeatedly ignore the rule 
of law, by-pass the United Nations, have con- 
tinuous recourse to the use of force, and then 
turn around and expect this institution — 
which they have weakened and damaged by 
their actions — to function effeaively in solv- 
ing problems, and aid in creation of a dis- 
armed and tranquil world living in peace with 
justice,” he said. 

Kittani found some consolation that “so 
many prominent world leaders chose to 
address this forum" and in the widespread 
participation of non-govemmental organiza- 
tions, including those representatives of 
atomic bomb survivors from Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. 

The prominent speakers included U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan, West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher, and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko.

The Soviet envoy accused “bellicose circles 
hi the United States of“thinking in terms of 
nuclear war and taking an obstructionist 
approach” to disarmament. “Washington,” 
he said, “prefers to go on escalating the arms 
race." 

The Soviet Union, Troyanovsky pledged, 
“will continue to do everything in its power to 
eliminate the threat of nuclear war and to 
achieve a breakthrongfa in arms limitation 
and disarmament and to ensure a peaceful 
future for mankind." 

Reading the final statement of the U.S. 
delegation, Edvrin Feulner Jr., president of 
the Heritage Foundation of Washington D.C. 
countered the Soviet statement by reminding 
the assembly that President Reagan had 
made a number of disarmament proposals, 
calling among other things, for a one-third 
reduction in nuclear warheads of strategic 
missiles and for an international conference 
on military expenditures. “The United States 
is proud of its record in disarmament,” be 
said. No country is more actively pursuing 
progress in this field.”

Lebanese government 
sources said efforts to persuade Syria to 
change its mind had so far failed. 

In Cairo Egypt has rejected a reported 
Israeli proposal for settling Palestinians in 
Jordan, Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan All 
said in a statement Saturday to the Middle 
East News Agency. Ali said the proposal, 
reportedly made Friday by Israeli Defense 
Minister Ariel Sharon, was motivated by 
“Expansionist objections.” He said the 
Palestinian problem “should not be solved at 
the expense of another people or another 
state.” Sharon suggested that Palestinians 
could settle in Jordan and make it their home 
according to the Egyptian agency. “The 
Israelis have been on the habit lately of 
repeating misleading statements which have 
DO legal basi s.” All was quoted as saving. 

Meanwhile in Tel Aviv, the Israeli gov- 
ernment warned Sunday that it would not

-esents the five provinces f the south, iofaa- 
lited by about two million Christian and 
inimisi farmers.

LISBON. (R) — Former Portuguese 
Prime Minister Mario Soares said Saturday 
there could be no military solution to the 
conflict in the Middle East, only a political 
one based on the recognition of Israel and 
Palestine. Returning from a 14-day visit to 
the Middle East in his capacity as vice- 
president of the Socialist International, 
Soares said: " There is no military solution ... 
it is necessary to find the way toward a politi- 
cal solution... by way of a general recognition 
of both Israel and Palestine.” 

DAMASCUS, (R) — Nicaraguan Foreign 
Minister Father Miguel d'Escoto said Satur- 
day that Israeli forces had prevented him 
from entering West Beirut for a meeting wnth 
Palestine Liberation Organi 2 ation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat. Father d’Escoto 
told a news conference here that he and 
Nicaraguan Culture Minister Father Ernesto 
Cardenal Martinez had been trying to enter 
the encircled city since Wednesday but were 
repeatedly turned back by Israeli troops. 

CAIRO, (AP) — Egypt will send a delega- 
tion to the nonaligned conference scheduled 
for this week in Cyprus to discuss the Israeli 
attack on Lebanon, the semiofficial Ai~ 
Ahram said Sunday. 

ISLAMABAD. (API — Indian and Pakis- 
tani nationals being held in jails in both coun- 
tries may be met by officials from their 
respective embassies, a government spokes- 
man announced Saturday. There are nearly

LONDON, July ii (R) — The Iranian 
left-wing .Mujahedeen guerrilla orgaai 2 avon 
said Saturday that its forces bad killed more 
than 90 revolutionary guards, including a 
guard commander and three high-ranking 
guards corps officials, in Iran's northern fore- 
sts. 

The Paris bureau of the Mujahedeen told 
Reuters by telephone that guerrillas carried 
out eight successful operations over the past 
three months Jn forests overlooking the 
towns of Ramsar. Ghaem Shahr and Parsar 
near the Caspian Sea. 


Three guard units of 22 to 30 men each 
were eliminated in the Parsar forest opera- 
tion and at Ramsar six guards and the district 
commander were killed, the bureau said. 

Three senior guards corps officials were kil- 
led in the village of BadLKola near Chacm 
Shahr. the Mujahedeen said. 

In June the Tehran newspaper Eiela *ai 
reported a clash between guards and 
Mujahedeen guerrillas in Ramsar in which 
seven guards including their commander 
were killed.

Under intense Israeli and U.S. miUtary pressure supported by the 
bulk of the Christian militias in Lebanon, the Palestiniaii resistance iii 
• Beirut faces the grim prospect of having to leave Lebanon for 
another country and a dim future. The only option open to the 
Palestinians is to die fighting but that is exactly what the Israeli-U.S. 
alliance wants them to do and that is the whole purpose of the 
invasion of Lebanon with full U.S. blessing, arming and financing. 

Arab diplomatic activity has been of liiile avail except perhaps to 
enable the Palestinians to leave the country with dignity, together 
with their light arms which will probably be taken away from them at 
their ne.tt destination which is siill uncertain. 

Syrian military support has long ceased to be of any meaningful 
effect as Israeli military superiority, particularly in the air, has o^et 
anything the Syrians have to counteract it. The lessons of this planned 
genocide of the Palestinians are many and varied as they are agoniz- 
ing to contemplate. 

It is obvious that the U.S. has long wanted to destroy the entire 
Palestinian resistance without even oaring a face-saving formula or 
a him of alternative accommodation they can call their own. It is for 
them either to get out or be massacred. Without this massive and 
comprehensive .American desire behind them, the Israelis would not 
have dared cross a few hundred meters inside any Arab country. 

On the other hand, some Arab states must by now realize that their 
dependence on the '.-.*viet Union as the sole supplier of arms has had 
its shortcomings and pitfalls. Syria has little Soviet aims to beat back 
the American warplanes and rockets or their spies in the skies. The 
Syrian soldiers fought well and bravely but they could not do much to 
neutralize the deauly onslaught of the American supplied weapons 
systems which were unleashed against them for weeks on end while 
the Pentagon men rubbed their hands in glee over iheir sinister 
effects. 

Apart from helping to get them out of Lebanon in safe convoys, 
.Arab diplomacy has not really been of much impact as their serious 
divisions have prevented them from making a last-ditch battle in 
Lebanon and turning ic into a graveyard for the aggressors. This was 
one glorious occasion sadly missed by the Arab governments who 
have not had even a contingency plan to counter what had been an 
ancicipaied Israeli attack with U.S. knowledge. Austria's C hancellor 
Bruno Kreisky has said that his government had known months ago 
of the invasion and that the U.S. had been aware of it and given it the 
green light. Knowing of such .Arab disarray. Israel struck, assuredof 
success. 

Will the debacle of Palestinians lead to some agonizing Arab 
reappraisal, or will it lead to further insouciance and fruarration? If 
the precious Palestinian and Lebanese blood spilled in Lebanon 
leads to a new Arab awakening, then the sacrifice will have been 
worthwhile.

Yasser Arafat: The CburchiU of Palestinian revolution

BEIRUT — 

At a Palesmian position confronting the Israelis 
holding the Lebanese University's Faculty of Sci- 
ence. one of those places involving much splinting 
between buildings and diving through windows to 
avoid snipers, an ill-equipped platoon of fedayeen 
were distWing the future. 

AO. around them some local Lebanese househol- 
ders were flying white flags from their homes in 
anririp atinn of Israel's final assault on West Beirut. 
Yet the Palestinians, whose ages ranged from about 
1 S to 25. seemed resigned to fight to the end. 

lliey thought about the overwhelming odds. 
Then with a sudden flash of inspiration, one cuxly 
haired youth asked: "Would you have expected 
Churchni to surrender, to leave Britain?" 

It was not a bad reply for undoubtedly Yasser 
Ara&t •— nom de guem Abu Axnmar (‘the Buil- 
der') but affectionately known to most of his fol- 
lowers as al Khutyai (‘the Old Man’) — is the 
Churchill or the Tito or the Castro or the Ho Chi 
Minfa of the Palestinian revolution. 

No other figure wi thin the Palestine Liberation 
Organization enjoys anything like his stature. If he 
went, the alternative would probably be feuding 
with the more extremist parties vying to outdo each 
other in acts of terrorism against the Zionists and 
their imperialist backers. 

There have been at least two attempts on his life 
in the last 1 0 years and nonnaDy he is a lucifugous 
creature, moving only after dark whenever poss- 
ible. But in these last days of siege he has made 
himself more visible than ever before. For a start, he 
needed to dispel a malicious rumor that he had 
taken shelter in the Soviet Embassy, abandoning his 
men to their fbte. Therefore, he has been photo- 
graphed fillin g sandbags, playing chess with a repor- 
ter and kicking a football around with some of his 
ofi-duty troops. 

AJthoi^ he is of aristocratic lineage. Arafat is 
one of the most determined populists ever to walk 
the face of the earth. Tlie headdress of the Palesti- 
nian peasant, which covers an almost entirely bald 
pate, has become the very symbol of his revolution. 
So has the nafl-scissored grey stubble on his cheeks, 
a fashion he once explained be bad adopted because 
he had calculated abandoning the razor saved 


him an hour's working time a week. 

The ebainnan of the PLO has always shrouded 
everything he is or does with mystery. The known 
facts are that he was bom Rahman Abdul Raouf 
Arafat al Oudwa al Hosseini in December 1929. 
His mother was a member of Jerusalem's emi- 
nent al Husseini family and was connected the 
mu^ of Jerusalem, wfro was a thorn in the side of 
the British administration during the period of the 
Palestiiu Mandate. His father was a wealthy mer- 
chaoKwith business interest in Cairo and Gaza. 

Arafat always maintains he was bom in 
Jeiusaletn wl^clL being sacred to the MusUms. is a 
good place fof Arab leaders t(^ bom. His deixao**' • 
tors sa;^ this is'ht^ tn^ 
of day in eitbtir Gaza orjScrovV^nS^ 
his adolescence' in Gaza, then^part of British- ' 
occupied Egypt, where he attended the Zeitoun 
secondary school. It was there that one of bis 
teachers supposedly nicknamed him Yasser. 

Like many of the Palestinian generations to fol- 
low. he beeme involved in politics at an early age. 
Despite the* sort of unprepossessing pl^ical 
characteristics that can be a bar to youthful 
advancement, short in stature, blubbery lips and 
bad acne, he became leader of the youth 
section of an anti-Zionist organization called al 
Faoutouwa. 

The fact that one of his relatives on bis motbei's 
side. Sheikh Abdel Qader al Husseini. was its foun- 
der may welf liave had something to- do with it 
Nevertteless. he proved be could maintain the 
respect of hsage group and claims to have fought in 
the first — Arab- Israeli war in 1948. 

The fifth of seven children, in December 1950 
Arafat followed he brothers to Cairo University 
where, in the heady atmosphere of revolution which 
preceded the overthrow of King Fhrouk. be began 
to study engineerii^ He straightway threw himself 
into politics again, joined the Muslim Brotherhood, 
then the most potent opposition group but shortly 
to be betrayed by Nasser and his "Free OCGceis." 
and the Union of Paiestuuan Students, of which be 
was president from J9S2-56. Commisstoned into 
the Egyptian Army he fought in the 1 956 Suez war 
as a secondrlieutenam in a demolition squad, 
acquiring a knowledge of explosives that was to 
prove useful in bis subsequent career. 

After the Suez war. with Egyptian nationalism at 


full flood, he began to have doubts about Nasser's 
ability to recover Palestine. Fearing' arrest in Egypt 
for his Muslim Brothers activities — he first heard 
of the Egyptian Secret Service’s interest in liim 
while he was attending' a student conference in 
Prague in 1 957 — he found an engineeriag job in 
Kuwait at the ministry of public works. He also 
demonstrated some of his fathef s business acumen 
by setting himself up as a private contractor. 

It was in Kuwait, with its large community of 
Palestinian exSes.that the seeds for. Fateh, the 
largest of the Palestinian commando groups, were 
sown. With two old friends from Cairo. Salah 
’Xhal^ari'd Khaled Al-Wazir Oster .known by the 

was.fo'un^ in October 1959. It 'was ^e of mahy 
parties and secret societies in the region that were 
80 oSsboot of Nasser's vibrant Paa-Arabism and a 
very minor one at that. 

But gradually the new powers in the Third World 
began to show an interesL In December 1962 
Arafot visited Algiers and attained the blessing of 
Presdent Ben Bella who took him to visit Peking 
with an Algerian delegation the next year. It was at 
about this point that Aiafot's personal life under- 
went change. Although never exactly a bofi wveur, 
he bad unS then lived much of his life according to 
his upbringing. When be was in Beirut, for instance, 
be stayed at the Su Georges, a Mk epeque establ- 
ishment long since destroyed in the dvil war. 

Now. needing the patronage of regimes like 
Algeria and Ch^a. he began to adopt a manner 
mote befitting a representative of the struggling 
. masses. He became almost monkish in his tastes. He 
does not drink, smoke or take coffee and instead 
offers guests a herbal tea which be sometimes 
sweetens with honey. He is not a vegetarian but he 
avoids eating meat when he can. He has never 
maried. often declaring that be is "betrothed to the 
revolution". 

A pious Muslim. Arafet lets it be known that be 
prays five times a day. fasts for Rmnadan. and pref- 
ers that bis guards do the same. His only known 
relaxations are watching cartoon videotapes, some 
of which be plays over and over ^ain. and fast 
driving. He has l^eoJuiown to terrify his escorts by 
insisting on taking over the wheel of his Umousine 
and driving at breakneck speeds down darkened 
roads.

As for the South Atlantic, although China's lan- 
guage has not reached the degree of venom directed 
at Israel, its criticism of London and Washington 
has not been muted. In April Peking concluded a 
trade agreement witii Argentina partiy to compen- 
sate for EEC cuts, and tiie Chio^ invoked past 
United Nations resolutions fevoring Buenos >Ures 
in what China calls tbe Malvinas. 

"The iiatural feelings of the Argentine people to 
safeguard their national sovereignty are under- 
siaadabie."thePeopfe ’sZ^nfrsaidin April.charac- 
teriasg the dispute as "an historical problem left 
over by colooiaiisTn.” 

Now Peking has heated up its rhetoric. Last 
month the Peopk *s Daify c^ged Britain with 
aggressioD and accused London of unfeirly increas- 


ing the demands made on those attemp tin g to 
negotiate a peaceful solution. China says that in 
their violence and double dealing, the British were 
abetted by the United' States, which had at first 
pretended neutrality but soon revealed its true col- 
ors. 

None of this has stopped the Chinese from 
exploring the stifetly militaiy coitsequences of the 
war in conventional terms. An analyst in the Peo - 
*s Anfr notes that new weapons have tian^ 
formed naval warfere. especially "the"* most 
advanced and fatal missiles" such as the Exocet. 

Daring Argeocme pOocs ejqrosed the perils of 
Inadequate and inflammable British warsh^. poor 
radar, aod thin air cover, according to Peking, but 
Britain triumphed ' in the cad because of hs 
"advanced recoanaissance. communications and 
command." 

Nonetheless, the Chinese insist that "tbe human 
factor remained decisive" and the Peqpfe *s Pgffr 
military writer praised Argentine heroism with- 

out explaining bow this derisive factor foiled to 
prevent defeat. 

The real losers, says the People *s Daffy, have 
been the Americans, who have lost much p^rticaj 
iiifluenoe in Latin America by clinging to their rela- 
tionship with Britain. 

Only a month ago Pekii^ had pooh-poohed Rus- 
sian allegations that Washfogton's ties with its allies 
were slipping, but now China, whirii has for some 
years pnused the European-U.S. relationship as a 
vital anti-Russian one. says that both NATO and 
Latin America disapproved of the British venture 
into the South Atlantic and condemned Washing- 
ton for its collusion.

NEW DELHI (Dcpibncws) — The go\- 
ernment's plan lo impose slificr penalties i«n 
Mobtors of the eouniry's foiesi conser^atil.>^ 
measures has run into strong opposition. 

Ironically, the most \oeal opponents are 
ecologists who argue that the measure is 
self-defeating. Ci'il liberties organizations 
also complain that the propos.tl will deprive 
India's 20 million tribesmen ll\ing in the for- 
ests of their fraditiortal right.« artd pri' ileees. 

The stated objeeti\c oflbe bill is to present 
large-scale deforestation. But ii.-i provisions 
seem too sweeping and arbitraril> drawn. For 
instance, it empowers the government to 
declare any area as ■' reserved forest " where 
entry of outsiders is restricted. In ihe<e 
Teser\ed forests, as many as 40 practices are 
listed os offenses, including gathering forest 
products like leav es, grass, flow ers and fruits. 

Tribesmen Jiving in India's forest arcjs 
have to depend on such products for their 
daily fuel and fov>d. Under the new bill, pun- 
ishment for such practices ranges from 
Imprisonment of from six months to three 
years to a fine of up to 5.000 rupees ( S52o). 

Forest officials arc vested with magisterial 
powers and may " arrest a person without a 
warrant, if a reasonable suspicion exists. " No 
legal procedures can be started against anv 
forest official. 

The proposed law arose from dire w arnings 
that India was heading dangerouslv close 


toward total forest destruction unless 
immediate measures were taken to protect 
and rehabilitate its increasingly fragile forest 
cover. 

Under the proposed law, the burden of 
enforcing it would be assumed by the state 
governments. This has left ecologists plainly 
worried. .A senior ecologist warned : " '^'ou 
cannot preserve forests with bayonets. Peo- 
ple themselves must Jearrt to preserve fore- 
sts." .Another ecologist said that the prop- 
osed law would only worsen graft and corrup- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, the Delhi-based People's 
L nion for Democratic Rights (PUDRl. a 
civ it liberties organization, said : “ The act is 
a complete violation of our constitution. It 
blatantly violates the fundamental right to 
life and liberty. The government, always keen 
on guarding the right to property of the rich, 
is assuming powers to take over or manage 
the private plots of tribals without even a 
pretense to paying them compensation. " 

Describing the future plight of tribesmen if 
the bill is approved, the PUDR noted that. 
■■ w ith a single sircvkc of the pen. the govern- 
ment is abolishing all their traditional com- 
munal and democratic rights. With this act. 
any chance of earning a decent livelihood for 
them w ill be destroyed. They will be reduced 
to a state of total dependence on forest offi- 
cials who now assume powers to become in 
turn a revenue official, a civil court, a collec- 
tor. a police official, a magisiraie. a pro- 


secutor. a judge and a jury. " 

.At a recent seminar in Delhi. Ltpendra 
Ba.xi. law professor at Delhi University, 
feared that the ** sweeping administrative 
and criminal law powers " to be bestowed on 
forest officials and the police would be 
directed in most cases against the poor and 
the oppressed. An eminent social scientist. 
Dr. Rajni Kothari. even compared the btil to 
the controversial National Security Act 
under which anyone could be detained with- 
out trial for an indefinite period. 

The government, however, defended the 
proposal and laid the blame for rampant 
deforestation squarely on the tribesmen and 
others living in the forest areas. The 1951! 
national forest policy recommended that the 
country should aim at a coverage of one-third 
of the total land area under forests. 

Today however, only 23 percent of the 
total land area is under forests, and not more 
than 40 to 50 percent of this has good forest 
cover. The remaining areas are fast depleted. 
Since it became independent in 1974. rro less 
than 4.2 million hectares of forest land had 
been destroyed. In a critique of the govern- 
ment's forest policy the PUDR said : 

“ There are two ways in which forests are 
destroyed due to commercial or development 
needs — clearing or submerging of forests for 
the establishment of projects or felling of 
trees for trade and industry. River valley pro- 
jects. road construction, heavy industry and 
mining all require either submergence or

clearance of forest land... Air pollution from 
neighboring industries causes harmful 
changes in the water balance of plants, dam- 
age to lisaues. weakening of photosynthesis, 
slowing down growth and premature death of 
trees. " 

Ivnuwledeeahle critics maintain that the 
biggest drawback to forest conservation are 
the forest departments of state governments 
themselves. They have accused forest offi- 
cials of conniving with illegal loggers in the 
rampant cutting down of trees. 

"Virgin forests have been destroyed by 
iHegal loggers w ho are only too willing to give 
away a part of their proflt to bribe-hungry 
officials,*' critics claim. The state of Uttar 
Prartesh, for instance, has lost almost a quar- 
ter of its forested area to illegal loggers. 

Referring to the commercial exploitation 
of forests, the sixth five-year plan of India 
(198(1-85) warns : " Forests are, at present, 
oansidered as revenue utilizing assets in dif- 
ferent states. This leads to several undesir- 
able practices resulting in over-exploitation. 
Further, to ensure effective protection and 
improvement of environment, the diversion 
of forest land for non-forestry purposes 
should be totally stopped..." 


Mammography helps 
early cancer detection

LOS ANGELES (LAT) — Mammogra- 
I phy — X-rav‘s of the breast — played a 
' crucial role in the early detection of breast 
cancer among 280,000 women who volun- 
tarily cook part in a nationwide, fHc-year 
cancer screening program that concluded 
last year. 

The new fhidtng& published recently in 
Ci4, an American Cancer Sociery physician 
publication, underscore the importance of 
mammography by showing that the accu- 
racy of the technique has improved greatly 
over the past tw decades, while exposure 
to potentially harmful radiation has follen. 

As many as 90 percent of the breast can- 
cers diagnosed m the screening pfogr'am — 
the breast detection demonstration project 
^ required mammography. 

The study showed that annual exams that 
included physical examination of the 


breasts and the appropriate use of mam- 
mography detected 80 percent of 3,557 


Texas hospitals 
invaded by ants

HOUSTON — Researchers at Texas 
A&M University recently released a study on 
red pharaoh ants, which university resear- 
chers say have Invaded operating rooms, 
intensive care units and nuiseries in some 
Texas hospitals. posit\g a risk to patients by 
feeding in open wounds. 

Many Howell, a research assistant at Te.xas 
A&M University, said the ants were found in 
surgery rooms in some hospitals and that in 
Brook Army Medical Center, the whole hos- 
pital was infested. About one-fourtb of the 
57 hospitals included in the survey were 
found to be infested with ants. Entomologists 
involved in the research said the ams were 
found to carrying staphylococcus bacteria 
and other disease-causing organisms. 

Dr. Karl Sbaner. vice president of 
Research and Development' for the Texas 
Hospital Association, disputed the findings, 
saying the evidence discovered in the limited 
survey — which covered (ess than 1 0 percent 
of the state's 590 hospitals ■— was inconclu- 
sive. 

Undertaken in April, the survey contains 
reports of ants being discovered in intraven- 
ous tubes, glucose solutions and a report of 
three ants f^ing recovered from a patients 
neck. Howell said the ants commonly come to 
large open wounds, like a burn, to feed on 
ointments and the wound itself. 


cases of cancer before tumors had spread to 
the lymph modes — a finding that usually 
requires extensive surgery and means a 
reduced rate of survival 

In one-ihird of the cancer cases detected 
in the annual exams, tbe tumors had not yei 
begun invading surrounding tissue or were 
less than one-half inch in diameter. In such 
instances, it is often possible to cut out the 
tumor without remov'mg the breast. 

In close to 60 percent of those smaller 
cancers — 656 out of I , I S3 detected by the 
program — the tumors were discovered by 
mammography alone. They were not found 
on physical examination of the breasts. 

In 1 976, studies of the effects of radiation 
on the later development of breast cancer 
among survivors of the Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki atomic bombings caused some 
physicians to question whether or not 
routine breast X-rays might cause more 
deaths than they prevent. 

Out of that controversy, the National 
Cancer Institute and the American Cancer 
Society developed new, tighter standards 
about which women should be receiving 
mammography routinely in the hopes of 
diagnosing breast cancer early. 

An estimated six or seven women would 
be expected to die from delayed cases of 
breast cancer for every million who 
received a rad of radiation — a common 
dose in the early days of mammography. 

(A rad is a measure of tbe amount of 
radiation absorbed by tissue — short for 
" radiation absorbed dose." A typical chest 
X-ray exposes. an individual to one- fiftieth 
of a rad.) 

Tbe new equipment used by the 29 cen- 
ters in the Breast Cancer Detection 
Demonstration Project delivered less radia- 


tion than the older maebjnes — an avutage ) 
of about one-third rad for xeroradiuciaphiv 
units and onK J -25lh «f a rad for lour do«y j 
film X-rays.

To keep Salvadoran BWrrUlas at bay 

Hondurans sent to disputed area 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras. July 11 
(APj — The commander of Honduras 
armed forces said he sent troops into disputed 
territory along the border with El Salvador to 
keep left-wng Salvadoran guerrillas out of 
Honduras. 

Gen. Gustavo Alvarez Martinez said he 
dispatched the troops last month after learn- 
ing the Salvadoran Army was about to launch 
an anti-guerrilla offensive in El Salvador’s 
northern frontier province of Morazan. 

"With the authori^doD of the president 
and...with knowledge that the Salvadbrah 
armed forces were going to stage large-scale 
operations in this zone, we sent troops to the 
border to protect our froDtier...to avoid the 
spilling of blood in our territory and to keep 
the criminal terrorists from fleeing onto our 
soil." Alvarez said. 

The Honduran Anny had announced ear- 
lier the presence of 3,000 of its soldiers along 
the mountainous frontier but this was the first 
time the government acknowledged the 
troops were inside one of six “pocket^ of 
border territory disputed since a 1 969 con- 
flict. 

Alvarez defended his action in an unusual 
nationwide television appearance with Presi- 
dent Roben Suazo Cordova and the presi- 
dents of the congress and the supreme court. 
All four urged Hondurans to support the 
armed forced battle against terrorism. 


Alvarez accused Salvadoran leftist guerril- 
las of collaborating with Honduran extrem- 
ists in more than 40 Iddnappiogs. bombings, 
hijackings, shootmp and bank robberies in 
Honduras during the past two years. 

Suazo Cordova said, “all citizens should 
gjve their wholehearted support to prevent 
unscrupulous individuals from carrying out 
their plan for plunging Honduras in the viol- 
ence and anarchy that today is striking other 
Central American peoples.” 

Alvarez said Honduras supported the 
U.S.-backed government of El Salvador in its 
32-month-old Civil War against aggression in 
Central America. 

The Farabundo Marti National Liberation 
FroDL El Salvador sjointguerriDa command, 
issued a “declaration of wax'' against Hon- 
duras last- week, accusing it of helping Sal- 
vadoran troops trying to trap the rebels along 
tbe border in Morazan. 

' Despite the largest Salvadoran Army 
offensive of -the war and the presence of 
Honduran troops along the border, the guer- 
rillas, apparently managed to avoid significant 
losses in Morazan. The Salvadoran govern- 
ment withdrew 6.000 soldiers from the pro- 
vince last wMkend after a month of ^tr- 
mishes. 

' Meanwhile, 'troops newly returned to El 
Salvador from traming in the United States 


have failed so far to give the Salvadoran 
Army the military edge it hoped for in the 
stalemated war against leftist guerrillas. 

The biggest setback to date has been in 
Morazan province, where 6.000 government 
soldiers battled guerrillas through most of 
June and withdrew without success. 

At one time, the battle included 1.500 
troops recently returned from special training 
in Fon Bragg. North Carolina, and Fon Ben- 
ning. Georgia. U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan's administration has also been 
viding El Salvador with S55 million in >^h- 
ary aid this year and dozens of noncombat 
military adtnsers. 

The military is believed to have suffered its 
heaviest casu^ties of the 32-montb-old war 
in Morazan. alongtime rebel stronghold near 
the Honduras border. The renewed fighting 
broke a two-month lull in guerrilla activity 
that followed March 28 elections for a con- 
stituent assembly, which is to write a new 
constitution and set presidential elections. 

By preventing guerrillas from disrupting 
the elections, the rotary restored prestige to 
its image that had been badly tarnished by 
such disasters as the destruction of the key 
Golden Bridge last October despite militt^* 
vigilance and the loss of cwo-thi^ of its air- 
force in the guerrillas” raid on llopango Air 
Base, near the capital, last Jan. 27. 


Indonesians 
to buy U.S. 

jetfoil craft 

JAKARTA. July II (AFP) — The 
Indonesian Army will shortly acquire four 
jetfoil craft which will be armed with French 
Exocei missiles, informed sources said here 
Sunday. 

Indonesian Technology and Research 
Minister Habibe who is to arrive in Washing- 
ton Sunday on a 48-hour visit will have tallu 
with top American officials on the purchase 
from Boeing of four military ieifoils worth a 
total S70 million. The craft wiU very probably 
be assembled at the Surabaya Military base in 
East Java and then equipped with Exocet 
missiles — the Indonesian Army currently 
owns 25 Exocets. the sources said. 

During his brief stay in the United States. 
Habibe could also bring up the topic of build- 
ing a factory to build U.S. MI6 rifles in 
Indonesia, [n addition the Indonesian Air 
Force is also keen to upgrade the missiles. 

Indonesia's military budget for fiscal 
March 82-Aprit 83 contains no provisions for 
the purchase of sophisticated combat aircraft. 

Some observers here believe that the 
United States, which is Jakarta's main arms 
supplier, could be conciliatory both on prices 
and on the type of military equipment sold to 
Indonesia in a bid to sweeten bilateral rela- 
tions which have soured somewhat over the 
last year.

MADRID. July 1 1 (Agencies) — The 
speaker of the Spanish Congress of Deputies 
(Parliament). L.andeIinio Lavilla. accepted 
the chairmanship of the governing Center 
Democratic Union Party (UCD). replacing 
Prime Minister Leopnidn Calvo ^telo in the 
post. 

Calvo Sotelo resigned the chairmanship 
Tuesday and nominated as his successor 
Lavilla, who must still be confirmed as chair- 
man by the party's political council Monday.

During a meeting Saturday of the UCD 
executive committee. Lavilla. considered the 
head of the group's Christina-Democratic 
wing, set out several conditions which would 
guarantee him full leadership powers, a party 
source said.

The Socialists and the Chrisiian- 
Democrats clashed after public companies 
decided to follow the private sectors lead in 
denouncing an agreement on inflation- 
indexed salaiy scales. The Christian- 
Democrats, preaching austerity, supponed 
the decision, the Socialists denounced it. 


n.skcd the public sector to reverse its decision, 
thus pleasing the Socialists. But he acknow- 
ledged to the Christian-Democrats the need 
for fiscal belt-iighiening to limit the budget 
deficit, calculated at 1 3 percent of this year's 
gross national product. 

Spadolinj'seconomic measures aim to cut a 
minimum of 8.000 biflion lire (S6 billion) 
from the state's borrowing requirement this 
year. Figures published 'in June showed it was 
heading for 65.000 billion lire (S.46 bil- 
lion).! 5.000 billion (Si 1 billion) over target. 

The measures include increased value 
added tax rates, hi gh er employee contribu- 
tions to the state health and insurance 
schemes and cuts in central government sub- 
sidies.

Bonn job plan youth-oriented 


BONN. .luly 11 (R1 — West Germany's 
jobless rate is low compared with other 
Western countries and it has managed to 
keep down youth unemployment, but for 
many youngsters jobs are still hard to find. 

According to recent official figures, ihe 
federal republic not ouiy has the third lowest 
jobless rate in the European Community 
after Greece and Luxembourg but it also has 
the smallest proportion of young people on 
the dole. 

Only about 22 percent of West Germany's 
1.6 mUlion jobless are under 25. compared 
with 36 percent in Britain and almost 50 per- 
cent in Italy. A government employment pol- 
icy that gives special priority to young people 
is the expensive secret of German success. 

Wlien national unemployment hit 1 .9 mil- 
lion in February, the hipest level in 26 years. 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, underpressure 
from the trade unions, announced a 1 2.5 bil- 
lion mark ($5 billion) job creation program. 

The plan, aimed primarily at promoting 
private investment, included 400 million 
marks |$160 million) for improving youth 
traning and employment opportunities in the 
next three years. Since the majority of young 
people out of work for a long time have few or 
no quaJificatioRs. Bonn's main objective is to 
provide better training to improve their job 
chances. 


Industry provided some 500.000 appren- 
ticeships last year and the government is 
coaxing Anns to do still more. But business- 
men say young people are too choosy. 

Several state schemes encourage young- 
sters to make the best use of their period of 
unemployment so that they can later be inte- 
grated more easily into the working worid. 

For example, youngsters under 22. who 
have been out of work for three months or 
longer, can apply for finandal aid to complete 
a formal education or acquire skills which 
could improve their employment prospects. 

Young foreigners get govemment aid rang- 
ing from language courses to vocational train- 
ing. aimed at helping integrate the ebiidren of 
immigrant workers. The government, in close 
coopertion with private industry, has estab- 
lished public vocational school to teach 
apprentices in small and medium-sized 
businesses broader sldUs than those learned 
at often highly-spedalized firms.

Banks to bail out scandal-hit Ambrosiano 




ROME. July 1 1 (R) — Itaiian banks have 
agreed to aid the Banco Ambrt^iano. one 
of Italy's biggest private banks formerly 
headed by the late Roberto Calvi. the Bank 
of Italy has said . 

1 1 said a group of banks met Bank of Italv 
Chairman Carlo Ciampi and Treasury 
Minister Nino Andreatta Friday. 

The death of Calvi and his t^k's trou- 
bles have had embarrassiag repercusiocs 
for the Vatican, whose bank. Istituio per le 
Opere di Religibne (lOR). is the fourth 
largest shareholder in the Banco 
Ambrosiano. 

A Bank of Italy team investigating 
Ambrosiano's dealings complained of poor 
cooperation from Chicago-bom Arc- 
hbishop Paul Marnnkus. head oflOR. Italy 
has made a linrmal diplomatic approach to 
the Vatican for better cooperation. 

The appointment of Archbishop Joseph 
Bemardin as the new archbishop of 
Chicago Saturday scotched Italian news- 
paper speculation that Pope John Paul 
might give the job to Archbishop Mardn- 
kus to take him out of the limelight. 

The Bank of Italy said in a statement 
Saturday: “The institutions gave assurances 
that they will make available immediately 
adequate resources to face possible shon- 


term needs of the Banco Ambrosiano. “At 
the same time, they expressed to the 
monetary authorities their availability to 
make interventions aimed at safegu^ing 
the depositors' interests and Che continuity 
of the bank's activities." the statement con- 
cluded. 

At least 25 banks attended anohter meet- 
ing Friday to discuss technical outlines for a 
support operation to underwrite possible 
m'erseas lending losses by the Ambrosiano 
group, sources close to the Bank of Italy 
said. 

Support operations could include an 
injection of fresh capital to the bank, sub- 
scribing to an Ambrosiano bond issue or 
forming a rescue consortium, banking 
sources said. 

One source close to the central bank said 
the international consequences of the 
Ambrosiano crisis could be greater than 
those of the 1974 collapse of financier 
Michele Sindona. Calvi was found hanging 
under a bridge to London on J uoe 1 8. 

Meanwhile, the Vatican's role in the 
baffling Calvi affair spans continents and 
embraces offshore companies and billion- 
doUar deals. According to official state- 
ments and information from church and 
banking sources the story is this: 


The problems began when Banco 
Ambrosiano subsidiaries in Latin America 
lent SI. 275 billion to Panamanian finance 
companies on the strength of letters of pat- 
ronage issued by Archbishop Marcinkus' 
bank. These deals made up almost the 
w'hole of the Ambrosiano group's overall 
loan risk of SI. 4 bniioD, Italy’s Treasury 
Minister Beniamino Andreatta told parlia- 
ment. 

For reasons as yet unclear. Archbishop 
Marcinkiis refused to take responsibility for 
the loans — and Italy’s biggest private sec- 
tor bank plunged into crisis. The govern- 
ment sent in commissioners to take over 
and Calvi fled, taking his secrets with him. 
When he was found dead, the scandal blew 
open and for the Vatican, the fourth largest 
shareholder in Ambrosiano, the moment of 
truth appetrod to be at hand. 

Vatican sources say the bank excites 
bureaucratic jealous and offends sen- 
sitivities in a d^-staie still mn. by and large, 
by Italians. The key issue of the 
Ambrosiano affair is that of sovereignty — 
whether tibe Italian government can compel 
the Vatican Bank to give it information and 
behave as an Italian company would ha\’e 
to. J 


Ships rendered 
idle rise to 794 

LONDON. July 11 (AP) — Idle world 
merchant shipping tonnage rose to a four- 
year peak at the end of May. the General 
Council of British Shipping said Sunday. Oil 
tankers account for most of it. 

The report said this amounted to 55.27 
million deadweight tons, comprising 794 
ships or 8 percent of Ihe world fieet." 

The record was nearly 7 mtDion dwt up 
from the end of April and means a six-fold 
increase from February 1981 when the total 
of idled ships was 43 1 of 9.82 million dwt. the 
council said. 

Oil tankers account for 334 messets of 
49.15 million dwt at end-May, 14 percent of 
world tanker tonnage. This was up from 88 
vessels of 7.64 million dwt in February last 
year, the council said. 

Of (be end-May total, 460 ve^is were dry 
cargo ships, totaling 6.12 mill'ion dwt. 2 per- 
cent of worid dry cargo tonnage, up from 837 
ships (5.55 million dwt) at end-April and up 
from 343 ships (2.18 million dwt) at end- 
Febiuary, 1981, the coundl said. 


Banana trade fast slipping 


MANILA. July II (Depthnews) — Stag- 
nating demand and slumping prices continue 
to dim the outlook foi global trade in 
bananas. 

As seen by the Food and Agriculture 
Organization (FAO) in its latest look at the 
banana industry in a number of developing 
countries, “the future hardly encourages 
optimism." Increased supplies and lower 
prices are indicated in the short term, reports 
FAO. citing production and market trends 
since 1980. 

“Bananas are likely to be in ample supply 
in the medium term," predicts the agency, 
“and prices may fall telow the levels prevail- 
ing in the past two years." 

The downturn in the market, buoyant for 
the past two decades, may likely prove disas- 
trous to a few producing countries whose 
banana sales abroad are quite substantial in 
relation to their total expons. 

Fortunately. FAO does not see the Philip- 
pines running the risk of increasing -expon- 
able supplies and coming on the market when 
prices are down since it is not that dependent 
on bananas for expon income. AJtbougb 


local production increased slightly in 1980, 
exports never accounted for more than 2.2 
percent of its total exports, notes FAO. 

Purchases by major importing countries 
began to slide in 1980. In the case of Japan, 
iropons m the last five years had declined due 
mainly to self-imposed restiictions. Imports 
of Western Europe also dropped consider- 
ably, with West Germany showing a decline 
of about 13 percent. In the Scandinavian 
markets, the decline was due mainly to high 
banana prices. 

In the first half of 1981. Japan's imports 
registered a further 6 percent decline. And 
even in some Don-tradhional markets, except 
Saudi Arabia, further declines were expected 
last year. With export avaflabiUties incieasing 
and demand weakening, prices began to fall 
from mid-July last year. Real prices were 25 
percent lower than in 1961. 

Compared with the 1979 figure, export 
earnings from bananas in 1 980 were 22 per- 
cent higher largely due to higher export unit 
values, notes FAO. But higher production 
costs had offset part of the export take 
inaease. 


U.S. jury indicts 
Fed for issuing 
paper currency 

SALT LAKE CTTY. Utah, July 1 1 (R> —

asked, indicted the U-S. Federal Reserve 
Bank for circulating paper money. 

l^e attempt to bring criminal charges 
against the nation's cennal bank was made by 
tbe jury, most of whose members were 
apparently sympathisers of an obscure far- 
right movement which holds that papci 
money is a violation of the U.S. constitution. 

The 23-member juries normally consider 
cases piesemed by the state U.S. attorney, 
but they may also meet privately and discuss 
anvthing. 

Utah law officers, making the indicimcnt 
public Saturday, said they had had the docu- 
ment canceled. 

The four-page indtetment accused the 
Federal Reserve of circulating paper money 
which could not be redeemed in gold or 
silver. It quoted a clause of the constitutioQ 
barring states from taking anything but gold 
or silver in payment of debts.

Global productivity in crisis 


HONG KONG, July 1 1 (Depthnews) — 
World productivity is in a crisis, and many 
of the industrial nations' ways of producing 
goods and sendees have berame obsolete. 

So says Kathleen Newland of Wori- 
dwatch institute, who blames not only the 
oil shocks of 1973 and 1979 but also the 
enormous growth of global labor force and 
consequent unemployment. In a paper. 
Newland traces the root of tbe current crisis 
to the abrupt change in the relative prices of 
the factors of pi^uctiou. For instance, 
resource constraints and politically- 
motivated disruptions of supply have sent 
prices of many raw materials, led by oil. 
soaring. At the same time, capital became 
more difficult to obtain. 

The changing structure of the economies 
of industrial nations is the clue to the causes 


of the current slowdown in productivity. On 
an economy-wide basis. Newland says, the 
major engine of higher productivity has 
been stnictural change — movement of 
workers out of less-productive sectors of the 
economy into more productive ones. 

In most advanced industrial countries, 
the number of people employed in the 
primary sector (inclu^g agriculture.fores- 
try and fisheries) has become so small that it 
has very limited potential of future growth. 
As the shift from agriculture to indust^ was 
winding down in developed countries, a 
second historic change was moving labor 
from goods-producing industries into 
service-producing industries. Jobs in the 
service sector have been by far the most 
important source of new employment in 
industrial countries. j 


IFAD aids 2 Asian states 


ROME. July 11 (Depthnews) — Two 
Asian nations — Pakistan and the Philippines 
— were the first benefidaries as tbe Interna- 
tional Fund for Agricultural Development 
( IFAD) resumed its lending operations to the 
Third World. 

These commitments were held up as IFAD 
waited for the first replenishment of 
resources to become effective. For a while, it 
seemed toueb-and-go until West Germany 
came through in mid-June with its “instru- 
ment of contribution” totaUng $7.7 million. 

IFAD President Abdelmuhsin .AJ-Sudeary 
said that with West Germany's action, more 
than 50 percent of tbe total instruments of 
contribution pledged by OCED and OPEC 
members are now deposited with the agency.

Mexico poised to change economic gears 


MEXICO CITY, July 1 1 (R) — After 
years of rapid growth and expanding 
budgets, Mexico looks likely to change 
economic coorse under the rule of Miguel 
de la Madrid, wbo was elected president 
earlier this month. 

Though de la Madrid does not take office 
until December, he has already made bis 
mark in the customary foshion of Mexican 
politics placing trusted members of his 
team hr tbe government of outgoing Presi- 
d'^nt Jose Lopez PoitiQo. 

Mexico has been ruled by the. Institu- 
tional Revolutionary Party (PRl) for tbe 
past 53 years and tbis continuity allows a 
presidem-elect considerable influence over 
tbe administration be is to replace. 

De la Madrid is a former planning and 
budget minister whose relatively austere 
lifestyle reflects bis views about bow a coun- 
try should be run, according to financial 
expens wbo have studied bis speeches for 
indications of future polides. Tliey said be 
would switch the national economic targets 
from high growth to rontrol of inflation — 
cooling down the economy in a bid to cut 


budget deficits and slow the growth of Mex- 
ico's huge fbre^ debt 

" All tbe indications are that de la Madrid 
is willing to face up to the fact that Mexico 
needs a period of austerity after a few years 
of freewheeling," said one U.S. banket. 

"We will not let our access to external 
credits be convened into a resource for 
excedind budgets," de la Madrid, a lawyer 
and banker by training said during his cam- 
paign. 

Mexico's dependence on its huge oil 
resources for most of its foreign revenue 
was displayed last year when tbe country 
lost more than S6 billion in expected 
income because of the world oil glut. 

A tbe gap between spending and income 
increased, so did Mexico's need to tap fore- 
ign money markets — at a time when inter- 
est rates were reaching record levels. 

Confidence in tbe country plummetted, 
causing a run on tbe overvalued peso and 
forcing the government to let it sink by 
more than 40 percent against tbe dollar in 
Febrpaiy. 

Mexico's Tall from grace in tbe eyes of the 


foreign banking community is reflected in 
far stifTer terms recently for its credits and 
bankers forecast tbe trend will continue. 

De la Madrid has stressed the need to 
curb inflation and limit the many state sub- 
sidies which be believe dision the economy, 
encouraging waste and inefficiency. Infla- 
tion. accelerating after the devaluation, is 
running at an annua! rate of 60 percent and 
the new president, a technocrat who was 
never a favorite with Mexico leftists, will 
face demands from tbe powerful unions to 
allow wages to keep pace at least. 

Recently-appointed Finance Minister 
Jesus llva Herzog, regarded as one of de la 
Madrid's team, said the peso was allowed to 
remain overvalued too long and added that 
lower growth was now necessary. He fore- 
cast zero growth for tbe financial year end- 
ing next March and tbe general tone of his 
press conference was that Mexico bad over- 
reached itself economically.

FIFA threatens to suspend 
South Africa-bound players 


MADRID, Spain, July 1 1 (AP) — Soccer 
stars stfll under contract who take part in a 
planned tour of South Africa will be sus- 
pended, Joao Havelange, pre siden t of the 
World Football Federation (FIFA), said 
Sunday. 

Havelange referred at a press conference 
to Jobann^uig reports of plans for a touring 
team including Johann Cruyff, former Dutch 
World Cup star, and ex-England star Mick 
Cbannon, to play five games in South Africa. 

“There are some old players, who no 
longer have contracts who have agreed to 
go.” Havelange said. “So I can't stop them 
doing what they want. But 1 can teO you that 
any pbyer stiD under contract to a club who 
joins in a tour of South Africa would be sus- 
pended, whether it b Cruyff or anybody 
el se." 

FIFA withdrew recognition of the South 
African Soccer Authority in 1976 because of 
South Africa's racial poUdes. 

Beckenbauer, who b in Spain for the 
World Cup tournament, said Saturday he had 
been approached to join the South African 
tour but had turned it down because it would 
not be recognized by FIFA, 

The Sund^ Tii^s of Johannesburg 
reported that neither Beckenbauer nor 
Cruyff would be on the tour because of FI- 
FA'S objections. But it said two stars of the 
Argentine World Cup team, Ossie Ardiles 
and Mario Rempes, were expected to be on 
the side. 

The touring squad b expected to arrive in 
South Africa this week and the players will 
each be paid S90.000 for the tour, the Johan- 


nesburg newspaper said. Players from the 
English League reported planning to join the 
tour are Ian Gfllard of Queen’s Park Ran- 
gers, Brian Greenhough of Leeds, David 
Watson of Stoke City and Justin Fashanu of 
Norwich. 

Beckenbauersaid De nnis Roach contacted 
him about four weeks ago, when he was in 
Barcelona, about playing. The Citizen, a 
Jobannesbuig daily, said Saturday that 
Roach, an agent for Dutch soccer star Johann 
Cruyff, is believed to have put the tour 
together.

It said the 
tour had been initiated by unidentified South 
African officials attending the competition in 
Spain: i. ” 

Cbannon said later he no longer bad a con- 
tract with Southampton and was a "free 
agent.” “Pm out of work and have got to earn 
a living like anyone else,” be said on BBC 
radio. “The F.A. told me 1 could go where I 
wanted. Fve been to South Africa before.”

Sussex in 
the few minutes remaining had wiped out 1 1 
runs without losing a wickeL 

West Indian Gordon Greenidge 
demolbhed the Glamorgan after four Hamp- 
shire wickets fen for only 37 runs. Greenidge 
struck 1 57 not out with two sixes and 2 1 fours 


— Ids highest score of the season — out of a 
Hampshire first innings total of 270. 
Glamorgan replied with 54 for two. 

Derbyshire off-spinner Geoff MiUer. 
dropped by England because of his ineffec- 
tive ^wling in the second Test against India, 
took a career-best eight for 70 as Leicester- 
shire reached 234 all out at CoalvUle. Derby- 
shire had replied with 105 for one wicket. 

Neil Hartiey hit 1 7 fours in a personal-best 
114 after Gloucestershire had reduced York- 
shire to 20 for three. Yorkshire, being cap- 
tained by Geoff Boycott in the absence of the 
injured Ray Illingworth, reached 279 at 
Bradford and immediately struck to have 
Gloucestershire reeling at 1 5 for two wickets. 

Andy Needham came to a Surrey’s rescue 
with an imbeaten 90 in his side's total of 260 
for nine against Lancashire at Old Trafford. 
Essex, meanwhfle. got off to a bright start — 
49 for no loss — against Northamptonshire's

Pakistan keeps up impressive show 


WORCESTER, England, July 11 (Agen- 
cies) — The Pakistan tourists continued their 
impressive England tour Saturday by bowling 
out Worcestershire for 188 in three and a half 
hours. 

But their performance was devalued by the 
County leaving out seven players through 
injury, including New Zealander Glenn 
Turner. Only Pbil Neale, with a patient 68 
and David Humphries with a lively 46 were 
able to boost ibe Worcestershire total to 
respectablity. 

Once again, h was leg-spinner Abdul 
Qadi: — a revelation on the tour so fer — 
who caused most of ibe trouble claiming four 
for 30. Qadii, who came here as an unlikely 
candidate for a Test place, has now been 
amongst the wickets in all five tout matches. 

In-form Pakistan openers Mudassar Nazar 
and Mohsin Khan hammered 1 64 for the first 
wicket in 133 minutes before Mudassar was 


out for 75, boosting his run tally 461 in tour 
innings. Mansoor Akbtar went for just two 
and Pakistau were 183 for two at the close. 
With reputed bats yet to come, Worcester- 
shire are destined for a leather hunt. 

Meanwhile, Zimbabwe b eat B ermuda by 
five wickets with more than five overs to 
spare to win the final of the Iniemational 
Cricket Conference Trophy at Leicester. 

Bermuda were handicapped in the later 
stages by the absence of paceman Adrian 
King, who went off with a pulled muscle, but 
it was unlikely he could have turned the 
match Bermuda's way. 

The Island side made a labored start after 
losing the toss but still managed 23 1 for eight 
off their 60 overs due in no small measure to 
some quick scoring late on by wicketkeeper 
AUen Douglas, who made 36 not out and 
helped pul on 70 in the last 10 oveis. 


McCrory pounds out points verdict 


PHOENIX, Arizona, (AFP) — American 
Milton McCrory kept his uneaten welter- 
weight record here Saturday with a win on 
points in a ten-round bout against compatriot 
Roger Stafford. Stafford, ranked No. 1 chal- 
lenger in the category by both the World 
Boxing Association (WBA) and the World 
Boxing Council (WBC), was to have the hol- 
der of the unified welterweight title, Sugar 
Ray Leonard in May. 

But an eye operation on the ebampioa led 
to a minimum six months postponement of 
the bout and after Saturday's fight it could be 
McCrory who wiU take over as the principle 
challenger, if Leonard does indeed return to 


the ring. 

Meanwhile, former light heavyweight 
champion Tommy Loughran. a member of 
the boxing Hall of fame, died at the age of 
79. Loughran died in his sleep Wednesday 
nigth at a nursing home in Altoona, Penn- 
slyvania, a spokeswoman for the home said. 

A native of Philadelphia, Loughran began 
his boxing career in 1919 and from 1926 to 
1 929 went undefeated in 43 straight bouts. In 
1927, Loughran, who was known as the 
Phantom of Philadelphia, won the light 
heavyweight crown with a 1 S-round decision 
over Mike McTigue.

The Sunday Mirror said Sir David 
McNee. metropolitan police commissioner, 
is “furious" over what he considers failure 
within his security network and is demand- 
ing to know where each main in the palace 
force was when the latest break-ins took 
place. Despite the security precautions at 
the palace, three West German students 
scaled the wall and camped in the grounds 
last year, claiming they thought it was a 
public park. 

Last August, a man was found wandering 
in the grounds claiming he was in love with 
Princess Anne. He was found to be mentally 
disturbed and went unpunished. Last 
month, an unidentifted member of the royal 
household reported seeing an intruder at 
her window shortly after the arrival of U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan. 

Last Friday, unemployed John Laurence. 
23 . who has a history of mental disturbance 
and violence, was put on three years* proba- 


tion after forcing his way with a knife past 
the main gate police guard on June 17, 
before he was disarmed by a guardsman at a 
door to the palace. 

On Saturday. 30-year-old unemployed 
drifter Michael Fagan, was charged with 
breaking into the pdace June 7 and stealing 
a half-bottle of liquor.

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Ethnic Albanians 
jailed in Kosovo 


BELGRADE. July 11 (R) — A court sen- 
tenced 18 persons to prison terms rangi^ 
from four to I S years for anti-state activities 
in the southern 'Yugoslav province of Kosovo 
where nine persons were killed in Aibaoian 
nationalist riots last year. 

Hie district court in Pristinia. capital of 
Kosovo, found the group, wiio called them- 
selves “The Manrists-Leninists of Kosovo." 
guilty of fonning a clandestine organization 
1 0 years ago with the aim of overthrowing the 
state and joining Kosovo and other areas 
populated by ethnic Albanians with the 
neighboring Stalinist state of Albania. 

leader of the organization, journalist 
Hidajet Hisenl 28. was also charged but his 
trial was postponed because of ilhiess. 

The 19. all ethnic Albanians in their late 
20s or early 30s, include school and univer- 
sity teachers, students, journalists, several 
workers and a former police officer. The 
court said they possessed arms, spread hostile 
propaganda, maintained links vrith enemy 
emigre groups abroad as well as with other 
illegal separatist org^iizatioas in Kosovo and 
inspired and organfred the riots in April last 
year. 

'The Yugoslav news agency Taniug mean- 
while reported that 1 6 Albanians, alleged to 
be members of a branch of the same illegal 
organization in the Kosovo town of OnjOane. 
went on the trial Saturday on charges similar 
to those faced by the group in fYfrtina. The 
Gnjilane 1 6 were mostiy young students and 
teachers. Tanjug said. 

More than 400 ethnic Albam'ans have been 
jailed by Kosovo courts for terms of up to 1 S 
years for their part in the riots which were 
quelled by the Yugoslav authorities. 

The government said recently that about 
100 other persons mainly members of clan- 
destine Albanian nationalist and s^iaiatist 
organizations, were still awaiting trial. 

Yugoslav leaders described last year’s riots 
in Kosovo, the country's poorest region, as 
counter-revolutionary and said the distur- 
bances were aimed at breaking up the multi- 
national Yugoslav federation.

MOSCOW, July 11 (AP) — The Soviet 
Union • signaled its opposirion to Pope 
John Paul IPs proposed visit to Poland this 
summer by quoting a Czechoslovak attack on 
tbe Roman CathoUc church in bis homeland. 

“The visit of Pope Wojtyla wU only be 
possible when dam prevails in the country 
and the conditions are available for ensuring 
tbe necessary security the offidal Tass news 
agency said Saturday, quoting an article hi 
the Bratislava newspaper Pravda. 

The report said that ahhough the situation 
m Poland has normalized since declaration of 
martial law last Dec. 13, attempts to disrupt 
public order bad occurred last month “on the 
days marking six months" since the military 
takeover. 

“It was perhaps typical that disorders in 
many Polish dttes broke out right after public 
worships in Catholic churches were organ- 
ized provocateurs andanti-Sodalist elements 
had gathered,” the Tass report said. 

“Thus, tbe Polish Catholic cbuicbes are 
places where anti-Sodalist forces openly 
meet and are given support in the fora of 
instigatoiy sermons right from tbe pnlpit," 
the report said. 

It charged that the cbnzcb was “embarking 
on tbe path of intensive political activity" and 
that many people in Poland were asking ' 
whether*'sogie church dignitaries were wil- : 
ling to take over the relay baton from tbe 
compromised ''Solidarity", tbe outlawed, 
independent trade union. 

Tass dted tbe Czechoslovak newspaper 
artide'A- **wbat tbe Catholic Church in 
Poland is After?" in its report from Bras- 
tislava. 

The report said tbe Polish episcopate 
believed the country would be honored if tbe 
Pope visited for a second time. “But let us 
make a short excursion into the past to 
refresh tbe memory of 1979 when Wojtyla 
visited Poland for the first time after being 
elected Pope," tbe Tass dispatch continued. 

It cited an article in tbe Italian magazine, 
AvemrBf written by a Polish joumatist, which 
claimed that tbe outbreak of labor unrest in 
August 1 980 could not have occurred “ with- 
out a pole in the papal 

“Tbe election of the Krakow cadinal to the 
papal post and his trip to Poland were among 
tbe main signals caUing for cbuoterrevolurio- 
actions in that country," tbe Tass report 

said. 

It claimed the church tried to present itself 
as a “mediator’' between Solidarity and the 
government in a number of conflicts at That 
time, while simultaneously becoming a“plat- 
fora for anti-Socialist agitation." 

“Various political demonstrations snefa as 
hunger strikes and dissident meetings were 
staged in Catholic churches," the report said. 
The cfauTcb has continued fo oppose state 
autbori^ since the introduction of martial 
law, tbe article asserted, by defendhig 
interned leaders of Solidarity and demand- 
ing their release. 


The church “continued to make ns prem> 
ises available to counterrevolutionary foices 
for conducting their activity" since the mar- 
tial law decree, Tass went on.

July 1 1 (Agencies) — Lora 
Carrington, who resigned as British foreign 
secretary t^er Argentine troc^ seized 
Falkland Islands in April, warned Prime 
h/Gnister Ma^aret Thatcher earlier that the 
fatands need^ more defense, the Oiaerm 
newqraper said Sunday.

Ofoenvr said a cabinet defense commitiee 
chaired tty Mrs. Thatcher had rejected a 
proposal by Lord Arrington to send sub- 
marines to tbe islands two vveeks befoe 
Argentine troops landed on April 2, 

She had also decided to scrap the Antartic 
survey ship Endurancet although Lord Car- 
rington told her in writing that its withdraw^ 
would make Argentina think Brnain cared 
little for the islands, tbe newspapersaid. Mn. 
Thatcher announced last week that a com- 
mistion would be set up to look into the gev- 
emmenf s handlin g of the crisis. 

Foreign secretary Francis told De 
Sunday Times that successive British govesa- 
ments have found the British claim to .the 
Falkland Islands to be “fundameniaBy 
sound." The weekly newspaper had 
lished an article three weeks ago wfcd^ said 
the Foreign Office had serious doubts mxc 
1910 about the soundness of hs riaim to 
sovereignty over the South Atlantic is^Bods.
